MAJOR THOMAS J. 

CHENOWETH IS DEAD 



Honored Cltlaen Passes Awajr At 
Karb Hour ThiN Mamlaf 
After Lviig lllaeaa. 

Major Tluirnas ,1 Chenoweth died 
this morning at 4 U'> o'clock, at his 
resilience on Sutton street, after an 
illness of several yeara' duration. 

Major Chenoweth waa born April 
It;, 1n:M, at llarrodsburK, Ky., and 
has bei'ii a life-louK resident of his 
native state, except for a short lime 
apent in Philadelphia at school and in 
bualneas In St. Loula, Mo., and New 
Orleans, l,a. He received his educa- 
tion in the Kentucky schools and lived 
to be a great credit to hla parenU and 
preceptors. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War, 
.Mr. ('bellow l ib enlisted w ith the cause 
of the I'oniederacy and served with 
honor and diatlnction throuKliout the 
war, being promoted to the rank of 
.Major In recognition of faithful serv- 
ice and as a reward for many acts of 
bravery. He was at one tiun- captured 
by the I'liion forces, but the Confed- 
erate Icadera, recognising hia real 
value to the cause, placed his name 
among the lirst for exchaiiK)' and he 
was soon returned to his regiment 
.Major Chenoweth was the envoy who 
conducted the negotiatlona leading up 
to Morgan'B surrender and at all times 
);ave himself unselfishly and whole- 
heartedly to thai cause he loved so 
well, rendering that service which 
makea hia name honored among thosi 
whom Kate denied victory, but crown- 
ed Willi a uliirious iiiimorlalitv . 

.Major I'lieiiowelh stuilied pliarinac> 
at the rhiladelphia SchcM>l of I'har- 
macy and after graduating with honor. 
c(*nducted a drug store In that city for 
a short time, lie then moved to St 
lA)uis, .Mo., and New Orleans. La , 
apending a comparatively short time 
in each place, after which he moved 
lo Maysvllle and opened a drug store 
at tile eiii'iier of Second and Siiltuii 
sireeis and remained in the same ln- 
> at ion for atuiut forty yeara. 

.Major I'henoweth waa a mombiT of 
the vestry of the Rplscopal church 
and w;is a reuular altiiidant until ill 
health coiilined him lo his home. He 
was a member of Kitiggold Lodge No. 
L'T, and I'isgah Encampment No. it, 1 
o O. F. .and his fellows learned that 
his muiisi'i was III be S(ini;lit and lli.il 
he was ever the friend in need. 

The deceaaed was a splendid char- 
acter, lovable and kind, always 
thoughtful of others and hla many 
acts of nnheralilid charily and kind- 
ness will live loiiK as an honor to the 
name of him whoso passlnm is a sluu k 
to this community and an Irreparable 
loss to a host of friends. 

Major ("helioweth Is sjirvlved li\ his 
wife, who was .Miss .Mary Kliza I'eari'e 
before her marriage, one son, lilram 
P. Chenoweth, of California, who was 
on a visit to hla father at the time 
of his death; two brothers, Willlani J 
Chenoweth, of Decatur ,111., and Heni) 
I'. Chenoweth, of Uirminghani, Ala . 
and one alater, Mrs. Victor Qillmun, 
of St. Paul, Minn.

It is v.u iiiiliisinilalile I'liet that I'of cvci'y tuilnrf 
due to iufk ot opportunity, there are ten the result 
of too muoh laaineaa, for opportunity seldom, it' 
ever, I'orces itself upon any one and never in 
trudes where it is un unwelcome guest. More olten 
it dodges across tlic street and if you desire it, you 
Ifave go to go and get it, or it may pereh iiium the 
toj) rnii^: of the ladder and whisper: '"Here 1 am, 
but it you want me you have got to elintb. " 

The great secret of finding opportunities is 
knowing' where to look for thetn. A woodsman 
jiever lakes liis ax out on the open jtiairie looking,' 
for trees to fell.

The iimjority of well advertised 
N.iajis are good for the purjxises 
tlieir inaUei's reconiiiirnd Ihem. 
Some uic Hue and white and lloat 
firmly on the water and are to be 
used for lacea and white goods. 
O'.hers are of coarse ingredients 
and eonlain naphtha and similar 
solvents that mukc it easier to 
loosen the dirt in the fabric.

Clothes must be rinsed aufli- 
eieiitly to remove every particle 
of suds before they enter the blu- 
ing; water.

The dry 
or ball blue is less likely to spot 
the clothes. Soaps that contain 
iiineli alkali unite with nn ele- 
meiil ill liluing that causes iron 
rust colored spects to ap|)ear in 
the colthes when they are dried 

To blue the water tie the dry 
liliiing ill a little bag and shake 
it in the water iinlil the riv'lit 
color. Hlue the heavy [licccs first; 
if the color is right you may then 
pill lih' <l<'lii'ate things in.

Yellow linens l.haeli very 
white if, they are lol't in blue wa- 
ter some hours and then arc boil- 
ed in fresh clear water and blued 
again. Stains ol irmi iiist eaiisi'd 
either by earelf.ss liliiing or by 
contact with rii.st may be removed 
with a weak solution of oxalic 
acid. 

Stareli is another article that 
shoiibl be of lines! qiialilv. for it 
is capable of niakiiitr all sorts of 
troubles on ironing day if inferior. 

In many homes the mistress in- 
sists on iiiakiiii: the standi iicisclf, 
leeliii',' that to have it exactly 
right will insure |)roper ironing'. 

The directions ftir this are to 
have wafer boiling briskly and to 
dissolve I lie starch tllor(tll^dlly in 
a bowl (d" cold water and add il to 
the boiling water, stirring; all the 
time. The starch should cook 
not less than ten minutes, and it 
may conk much loii^rcr and l>e 
smoother for il. KxacI proi>or- 
lions depend upon tlie Ihiidviiess 
you want it to be. If it is well 
slirreil when it is added to the 
hot water it call not lump. 

r<)W(lercd moist starch will take 
out many fruit stains from elotlies 
if allowed to remain on a few min- 
utes. |t removes blood stains, 
iodine spots and is said to lie a 
fair silver polish when one is out 
of a supply of whiting.

The work on L,ock Dam No. S.t, 
above this city, la being resumed after 
a two waeka' delay caused bjr the high 
stage of the river. 

Two dinkey enKlnes, No. 11 and .No. 
\2, have arrived at the dam and will 
be used In conveying tools and other 
materials to points on tbe works, 

A complete railway la being built 
on the cofrerdam. With awltohea, Y's 
and trestles. 

A pump boat with a capacity of 
twelve gallons of water to each stroke, 
and 100 strokes a minute, or a total 
of r),7t'iO Kallons pel- nilnnte, has been 
installed and several other pump boats 
o! this type will be added before the 
real work on pumping the big cotter- 
dam dry can be accomplished. 

Sand in larne iiuantitios Is being 
dumped into tbe inside of the coffer- 
dam to strengthen It against tbe Im- 
mense pressure. 

All but about 126 feet of the coffer- 
dam Is completed and work on this 
Is beinn rushed to completion. This 
would liave been flnislied sooner, but 
for the high stage of the river. 

The C. ft O. railroad hat installed 
a spur down tin- bank to the coffer- 
dam and now matetlal will be un- 
loaded at ilie very s|hiI it Is wanted. 
This spur makes about two miles of 
railroad track in and alwut the 
works at the dam. 

A larne hoistlnn crane ran off the 
track at the dam Tuesday, but was 
soon placed In position again by Its 
own power. In fact, It lifted itself 
back on the track.
